We are still making too many errors on this. Here is a simple rule for after allowance 
communication: 



1 . For Supplemental Notice of Allowance, Check "Supplental examiner's Amendment" or 
"Miscellaneous Office Letter (No response Period Set)/'. 

2. For sending out IDS's (e.g., in Printer Rushes), check "Miscellaneous Office Letter (No 
response Period Set)." 



3. Do not check "Supplemental Action" Box, since it resets the response periord and thus, 
Sheila cannot count it. 



4. For acting on a Printer Rush that does not require mailing to Applicant, put "XRUSH" as the 
dot code on the orange sheet, staple it to the paper to be scanned, and put them in the 
contractor shelf in the service center.
